Kay. Miss Jean Hilliard pre- 
sided at the piano, playing the 
accompaniments to the various 
choruses. 

The programme opened by 
singing “O Canada.” The 
chairman then called on Mayor 
Swinarton for his address of 
welcome to the municipal rink. 
The Mavor, in opening said

He closed his address 
by giving the results of the re- 
cent departmental exams in the 
high school, which showed 
that grade IX made a pass of 
89", grade X 59°; and grades 
XI and XII combined 89';. He 
combined these two grades as 
a number of pupils took sub- 
jects in both grades. This 
record he beleived was the best 
the school had ever made.

TN the days of our childhood we 
all have heard the admonition, 

oft repeated: 

meals!” 

But times have changed. Today 
we have carefully supervised diets 
which include body-building foods 
for growing, healthy youngsters, 
who in school and play rapidly use 
up their energy and bodily sub- 
stances. And we have new and 
scientific ideas about meals, foods 
and their values. 

Growing children of school age, 
who play hard outdoors until dusk, 
should not go from noon until six 
or seven o'clock without food. 
Often, if he does, he overeats or 
eats too fast at the evening meal 
or he may be unduly fatigued and 
be too tired to eat the things his 
body requires. Hence, the after- 
school meal. 

It doesn’t need to be much, as the 
following suggested week’s sched- 
ule indicates:

_Thirty-two teeth make the 
biting and grinding machine 
Which sets the food we take in- 
to our mouths on its way to 
digestion. A good start is not 
everything, but a good start is 
desirable and helpful. 

Thirty-two teeth are at least 
64 reasons for giving them at- 
tention, because lack of atten- 
tion leads to poor teeth, which 
in turn, means that the first 
step in digestion is interfered 
with and the food does not get 
off to a good start, 

The crown of the tooth is 
composed of enamel, the hard- 


est substance in the body. 
leeth do not wear out from 
use. Chewing keeps the gums 


and teeth healthy. Food that 
is well chewed is thus properly 
prepared for digestion. The 
thorough chewing of food is 
good for digestion and good for 
the teeth. 

If the teeth become decayed, 
pain results, and chewing is 
avoided, so food is not prepared 
properly for digestion.

Bulbs 

No garden is complete with- 
out some tulips, hyacinths, and 
other Spring bulbs which are 
easily grown and make a most 
brilliant display in the early 
Spring. There is a fine selec- 
rom which to choose if 
orders are placed immediately. 
en one realizes that the 
flowers of these bulbs are 
daa 4 formed inside the 
ulb, the year before they 
bloom, the importance of secur- 
ing large bulbs will be appar- 
ent. ere is a remarkable 


‘selection from which to choose, 


ranging all the way from the 
crocuses, which come into flow- 
er almost before the snow dis- 
appears, to the tall Darwin 
tulips which bloom into June. 
Bulbs are a good investment as 
when once established they will 
increase each year, although 
unless they are given plenty of 
fertilizer and good care the 
flowers have a tendency to be- 
come smaller. If they are to 


-be planted in a garden that has 


been occupied all Summer by 
other plants, a liberal applica- 
tion of well-rotted barnyard 
manure will be needed, and this 
should be spaded in to a depth 
of about twelve inches. : 

Depths of planting depend 
on the size and it is very im- 
portant that the bulbs should 
not be put in too deep nor yet 
too shallow. The little crocuses 
and scillas only require two 
inches of cover, but some of 
the big Darwin tulips which 
have stems eighteen inches 
long must be planted about a 
foot in light soil and seven or 
eight inches in clay in order to 
develop a deep enough root 
system to support the tall stalk 
without staking. <A safe rule 
to follow with everything but 
the Darwins is to cover the bulb 
to a depth of about twice its 
diameter and they should be 
planted about the same dis- 
tance apart. It is also import- 
ant to get these bulbs in early, 
September plantings getting 
more chance to develop and 
grow before the freeze-up than 
those put in later. However, 
if for some reason or other it 
is impossible to plant until 
October or even November in 
some of the warmer parts of 
Canada, results will be fairly 
satisfactory and one can plant 
right up to Christmas in pots 
which are to bloom indoors. 
Just before the ground freezes, 
it is well to apply a light mulch 
of strawy manure. This should 
remain on the ground over 
Winter and until the first 
growth appears above the sur- 
face in the Spring. 

Sowing Lawns 

Grass is a cool weather plant 
and on this account should be 
sown only in the Spring and 
the Fall. With the hot weather 
over for another year, it is now 
safe to start the lawn or to fill 
in bare spots. To winter well, 
however, a good growth must 
be secured before heavy frosts 
come along. Where a new piece 
of ground is to be sown, cul- 
tivate thoroughly and make 
sure that all depressions are 
filled in. It is a comparatively 
simple matter to get an even 
surface before the grass is 
sown, but a very difficult job 
afterwards. Grass, like any 
other plant, requires food, and 
it may be necessary to top- 
dress the site selected with 
some fine garden loam. Rake 
the soil and sow with a good 
grade of seed. It is well worth 
while to pay a little extra in 
order to get the best grade of 
seed procurable as not only 
will a better catch be secured

THE PALE WESTERN CUT- 
WORM—A GRAVE WARN- 
ING TO FARMERS — BY 
H. G. L. STRANGE

The Dominion Entomologists 
of Lethbridge and Saskatoon, 
Mr. H. L. Seamens and Mr. K. 
M. King, have issued a very 
vrave warning to all farmers 
in Alberta and Saskatchewan 
regardingg the great damage 
to crops that may occur next 
year because of the cutworm. 

The dry May and part of 
June that has been experienced 
in most parts of Alberta and 
Saskatchewan this year has 
tended enormously to increase 
this insect pest, and it is ex- 
pected that unless May and 
June of 1931 are much wetter 
than is usually the case, that 


the greatest and most wide- 
spread damage that has ever 
been experienced will result 


from cutworms. 

Most of Saskatchewan south 
of Saskatoon, it is expected, 
will be badly affected, with the 
worst damage within a hundred 
mile radius of Regina. In Al- 
berta the damage will probably 
be very general east of a line 
from Edmonton to Macleod and 
as far south as the Lethbridge 
Medicine Hat line of the Can- 
adian Pacific Railway. 

‘The damage to the 1931 crop 
will depend absolutely upon the 
way fields are handled this 
present August and Sept. 

The moth of the cutworm 
flies across the fields and lays 
its eggs, starting in the first 
few days of August, reaching 
its maximum flight about the 
20th, and continuing to fly and 
lay eggs until about the middle 
of September. 

This moth will avoid all land 
that has been even a very slight 
crust formed on it by rainfall, 
but will lay its eggs upon any 
soil where this crust has been 
broken, however slightly. 

To avoid cutworm damage on 
a field, therefore, it is neces- 
sary that on summer-fallowed 
fields all work should stop by 
the first of August or a very 
few days afterwards. Then a 
very slight rain will form a 
crust on these fields which will 
render them immune the fol- 
lowing year from  cutworm 
damage. 

It is most important that no 
horses or stock or implements 
or wagons shall be allowed to 
cross any summerfallow pre- 
pared in this fashion, because 
wherever the crust broken 
by animals or implements there 
the moth will lay its eggs, and 
a great deal of damage will be 
experienced the following year. 

On fields in crop, where har- 
vesting operations are conduct- 
ed before about September 1, 
then damage the following year 
is almost certain to be experi- 
enced unless these fields are 
summerfallowed, 

It is apparent, therefore, 
that all fields which are crop- 
ped this year, as far as possible, 
should be summerfallowed in 
the year 1931, and that in ad- 
dition all work on summer- 
fallowed fields this year should 
cease as soon after August 1 
as possible, and that nothing 
should be allowed to walk over 
or cross these fields.

In these days when fertilizer 
is rapidly prowing in import- 
ance as a plant food in Canada 
one is inclined to think of Can- 
adian consumption of fertilizer 
as fairly considerable. Canada 
is fortunate in that the quality 
of fertilizers marketed is as- 
sured under the provisions of 
the Fertilizer Act, administer- 
ed by the Dominion Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. However, 
a comparison of fertilizer con- 
sumption on a world-wide basis 
places Canada twenty-sixth in 
volume in a list of forty-two 
fertilizer-using countries with 
a net annual consumption of 
31,000 net tons. Germany 
using 1,834,000 net tons is the 
heaviest single consumer, while 
the United States with 1,488.- 
000 net tons comes second. 
Great Britain uses 274,000 net 
tons, while Cuba, at the bottom 
of the list, uses only 3,500 net 
tons.
